Mr. W illiams, whom he succeeds as 
chairman of the republican State Ex­ 
ecutive Com mi tee, recently was ap­ 
pointed a aiNtioual bank examiner of 
the Pittsburg-Cleveland district and 
is compelled to give up his political 
activities. 
Senators Burton and Dick of Ohio 
had a long conference with the Pres­ 
ident this morning. Later in the day 
Mr. Dick returned to the White House 
accompanied by Mr. Ellis and Waker 
Brown. It was following their visit 
that Mr. Ellis announced his resig­ 
ns ion and the above statement giv­ 
en out.

Earth’s Gravity May Affect Wander­ 
er, but Will Not Be Disturbed 
Itself.

Chicago, 
HI.,

8.—“H ailey’s 
comet, on which all eyes in the as­ 
tronom ical world a re now centered, 
is about 1,000,000 tim es larger than 
the earth. Yet, although the ea rth ’s 
path through the sky will be unaf­ 
fected by the approaching proxim i y 
of the two bodies.” 
This statem ent was made today by 
Prof. Edwin 'B. Frost, director of the 
Yerkes O bservatory a t W illiams Bay, 
Wls. 
“ In view of possible large pertur- 
l/at ons arising from the close ap­ 
proach of the comet 
o Venus on 
May I, to the earth on May 18," he 
aided, “m eridian observations are es­ 
pecially desired during the period in 
which the comet is sufficiently bright 
for th at purpose.” 
W hat are these possible large per­ 
turbations?” Prof. Frost was asked. 
"Tha on these dates,” was the re­ 
ply, "the com et will be near enough 
the planets m entioned to *be affected 
by their attraction.” 
"Will that affect the orbit of the 
comet.” 
"I: will not affect the orbit of Ven­ 
us or of the earth, but it is likely 
to affect the comet’s orbit. That is 
one 
reason 
why 
we 
want 
to 
get 
meridian 
observations, 
which 
will 
show 
almost exactly 
these 
orbital 
changes. 
“There 
will 
be 
an 
interesting 
spectacle, ‘by the 
way, on May 
I, 
when the comet is near to Venus. 
The planet and the comet will be 
practically the same distance from 
t>he earth, and every one will be able 
to see their 
relative size."
